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1. The First Chairman of the SED Landesverbami Berlin, lans Jendretsky, is pre- 
paring the following sipnificant measures to activate party work in Berlin: 


a. A large number of veteran party members in the Soviet Sector now in , 
positions of major importance will replace members of the Yestern Sector 
party headquarters from Kreis level up. This move is calculated to rive 
experienced, trained members the onportunity to invigorate party work in 
the western sectors, 


b. In order to have a sufficient number of reliable party members available 
when needed, the reassignment of positions in the party and the Soviet 
Sector city administration and zonal administration is under consideration. 
Party members discharged from municipal positions in the western sectors 
may not be hired for such jobs in the Soviet Sector. The SED Central 
Secretariat has relinquished claim to such party members even for police 

. duty. All such unemployed party members are to hold themselves ready for 
‘special assionment within the Landesverbind. 


c. For special propaganda and a/itation activity in the western sectors ’ 
suitable, tested members of the Communist Party, USSR are to be assigned. 
They will appear at first in tho vestern sectors as lecturers and as dis- 
cussion leaders, .

Cor : It ip assumed that the top direction of the SED had at last 
realized the deplorable condition of the party in the vestern sectors, and has 
detormined to do something about it. That they hope to build a reliable arparat 
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heve a period of weeks, if not months, in wiich to prepare the arparat. 
fhe impcession is given that recent cranges in the top level of the SED 
hava resulted in clearer thinking and more positive action. The stream ; 
Lining of the party will rrobably progress more rapidiy in the coming weeks 
than heretofore.) 
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
